Tho %ht, which j 
lastod for over two hours, w«s between an' 
organized band of whlto fufucrs, headed 
by Deputy SheriiTs A. T. Wood and Joel 
Baxter, who were trying to arrest Jim 
Btffffors, a negro, and a crowd of tho lat-, 
tor'fl friends, Over 160 shots wero fired. 


Mine BOSR Sllverhouse, of the Sloss Iron' 
and StGol company, discharged BlffRors for 
a violation of tho mine rules. Bigger» re- 
mained about the place making throats. 
He refused to leave tho company's prem- 
ises, and a warrant was sworn out for his 
arrest for trespasaing, and Deputy Bheriíí 
Wood and Special Deputy Joel Baxter 
went to arrest him. As they approaohed 
Biiyffors fired upon them with a Winches- 
ter rifle. A bullet passed through Woods' 
head and another tnrouffh his heart, kill- 
ing him instantly. Baxter was mortally 
wounded, but was able to get back to tho 
camp and give tho alarm. 


The whole force of miners at onco or- 
ganized and went to arrest Biggors. Tho 
latter, lu the meantime, had called in a 
number of his nogro friends, and when 
tho two parties mot a pitched battle ro- 
BUlted, tho negroes finally fleeing to tho 
woods. It Is now said that a half a dozen 
or more wore shot down, several of whom 
were killed outright and tho others badly 
wounded. 


Deputy Woods, who was killed, was ex- 
shorlflf of Talladega county. It is believed 
that tho arrival of the force of officers 
from this city will restore quiot, and that 
no further demonstration will bo made by 
the negroes. 


Trouble betweon tho white and black 
miners employed at tho Slosser company's 
mines at Brookside has been brewing for 
»omo time. There has always been ill 
feelioff between tho two races, and it 
noedoi but tho first shot to bring on a 
fight. 


The town of Brookside is In a state of 
great excitement, every man In town be- 
ing armed.

THE NEW BRITISH PARLIAMENT 


Oonsorvatlves and Liberal Unionists Have 
a Majority of 133. 


LONDON, July ai.—With the exception 
of tho polling in Orkney and Shetland, 
which was formerly represented by Sir J^, 
Lyell, a Liberal, and tho result of which 
will not bo known until tho end of tho 
week, tho new parliament is now com- 
plete. The division of parties is as fol- 
lows: Conservatives. 341; Liberal Union- 
ists, 70; government total. 411. Liberals, 
174; McCarthyites, 70; Parnellitos, 13; 
Labor, 2; total opposition. 359. Govern- 
ment majority, 153. Conservative major- 
ity over all, 13. 


Thus, tho Conservatives and Liberal 
Unionists, with a not gain of UO seats, will 
have a majority of 153, tho largest in tho 
memory of tho present generation. Tho 
Conservatives are made indopendont even 
of a coalition of all tho other i}artios, in-, 
eluding tile Liberal Unionists. 
i 


Tho aggregate vote in tho contested elec- 
tions in Grroat Britain was as follows: 
Conservatives 
and 
Liberal 
Unionists, 
1,7^5,455; Liberal, l,Oi2S.iM7; Labor, 5U,5i56; 
total, 3.401,368. But as 114 of the Union- 
ist candidates for parllamont wore re- 
turned unopposed, no reliablo estimate 
can bo formed of tho electoral strength of 
tho parties. 


Tho Liberal and Radical press aro daily 
engaged in trying to explain tlie defeat, 
but to little purpose. Tho broad fact of 
tho situation is that tho Conservatives aro 
not liltely to bo displaced for five or six 
years, unless dissensions should arl«« in 
tho cabinet between tho sections led ro- 
spectivoly by Mr, Balfour, Conservative, 
and Mr. Chamberlain, Liberal Unionist.

few feet of the trunk of a serpent that 
had evidently been eaten by croco- 
diles. The head was nearly three feet 
long 
and 
indicated 
an 
enormous 
length of body. 
Shortly after this a 
Sikh soldier pointed to something 
glistening in the water half a milo 
away. 
Through a glass it was seen to 
be a snake swimming. 
A raft was at 
onco manned by tho two Englishmen 
and their gun-bearers. 
Seen abovo 
the water, the reptile's head was as 
long as a barrel and shone like bright 
copper. 
It made for shallow water 
and displayed a body three feet in di- 
ameter. Four shots were iired. Three 
went through the body. 
The snake 
raised its head and hissed angrily and 
beat tho water into foam with its tail. 
Suddenly it turned, and the next mo- 
ment a tremendous blow smashed tho 
raft. 
All but ono Sikh made for 
shore. 
The Sikh tried to secure his 
ride. 
The snake's tail descended, 
struck 
him, 
broke his back and 
crushed all of his ribs. 
Another shot 
back of tho head from Lieutenant 
Ayres killed tho snake. 


It took six hours to remove the body 
to dry land. 
Its length was ninety- 
four feet. The skin was treated with 
palm ashes by the natives, an excel* 
lent preservative. There is no record 
of such a snako ever being killed be- 
fore. 
Fever attacked the hunters, 
and they killed no more big snakes. 
It took them three weeks to got home. 
They were out three months. 
Their 
experiences are of great value from a 
scientific point, and the story of their 
trip is being prepared for the infor- 
mation of those in charge of the fivo 
great snake collections.

and 
going 
whither it will, unharmed by cat or 
kitten. 
It has become a household 
pet, and is as much like tho kittens m 
its habits as could well be imagined. 
This is not a **iish story," but is 
vouched for by several in town who 
havo 
gone out fcv; Section 9 to see 
this most curious exemplification of 
the lamb and lion lying down togeth- 
er, It is beyond human ken to fathom 
the motives that prompted Mrs. Cat 
and her kittens to spare the ratV liftJ 
and make it one of them.

Stewart, Niles & Neil, attor^e^ -- 
for Mrs. Bollinger, then appealed to tin 
supreme court and tho decision of the 
Y'ork court was reversed. 


The fourth time the case was tried at 
York it again turned in the pliuntilT^s fa- 
vor, the verdict being for $4G5. 
This 
judgment is now afflrmed by tho dccisioii 
rendered at Philadeljjhia. 
^ The cost of all this litigation is several 
times the amount involved. 
The Bol 
lingers are not well to do and wouM 
probably not have fought the case us 
long as they did had not a Maryland 
judge interested himself in their behalf 
and assisted them. 
A good deal of legal 
fight centered about the ai)plication of 
one of the Maryland statutes to tho cast-. 
It seems one of the special laws of that 
State for nmrried women provides that 
they can purchase property, but when :i 
note is given therefor, it must be given 
jointly by husband and wife, while tho 
ownership of the property is in the wife 
alone.

HE Great Snlfc Lalco is seventy 
miles lonp; and 
fifty 
miles 
across iu its widest part. 
Jt 
lias an area of 
2000 square 
miles, and of lato years its f^reatest 
depth lias not exceeded forty foot. In 
early summer, says the Sau Francisco 
Chroniclc, this remarkable sea is two 
feet higher than jt is iu.the fall, ow- 
ing to the molted snow broupfht down 
by its three lari?est 
tributaries, the 
Bear, Weber and Jortlan Rivers. This 
influx of fresh streams does not appre- 
ciably lessen the saltincs.«» of the main 
body of water, though its proportion 
of solid matter varies with the oscilla- 
tions of its surface, being naturally 
greatest when the lake is shallowest. 
Those engaged in-tho manufacture of 
salt here say that it takes six gallons 
of water to make ono gallon of salt. 
If any one doubts that the 
water of 
the lake is taken up by 
evaporation, 
and leans to the hypothesis of an un- 
derground outlet, let him expose to 
tho sun and wind of this high altitude 
a vessel of this same water and see in 
what an incredibly 
short 
time the 
liquid is reduced to solids. 


The Salt Lake shores are 
mostly 
gray flats of indescribable barrenness. 
The scant dwarf sa^e on tho water's 
edge is often beautifully flowered with 
a delicate frostwork of salt sj^ray. On 
the northern slopes and 
down the 
western border there 
nro 
numerous 
springs running 
iniro brine. 
JBut 
stranger than this IS the fact that in 
several places fresh water rushes out 
of the sand on East Antelope within 
fifteen 
feet of the brimming 
lake 
basin. 
The one perfect beach 
is at 
Garfield, a dozen or so miles west of 
v/here tho Jordan River is crossed and 
at the feet of the Oquirrhs—a grandly 
picturesque range, in whoso 
clefts 
throughout the summer the snow lies 
like fallen clouds. 
The first bathing 
in the lake was done at Black Rock, 
on Garfield Beach, which has been a 
resort for picnickers 
since the early 
fifties. 


The various groups of 
islands 
in 
this Dead Sea of the Western 
Conti- 
nent are fragments of mountain chains 
gracefully strung out on the fiashin^i' 
bosom of this strange 
water. 
The 
largest and best known is Antelope, 
which was ouce used by the Mormons 
as a cattle corral for the church herd. 
This island is sixteen miles long by 
tour wide, and lies twenty miles oli 
tho south coast. 
Tho next iu size is 
fStansbury, which is fourteen miles in 
length, while Fremont is seven miles, 
and Carrington two-thirds as long as 
Fremont. The others, Strong's Knob, 
Gunnison, and Dolphin, are grouped 
fifty miles to the Northwest of Ante- 
lope, and are superb limestone cliifs, 
almost 
wholly 
without 
vegetation, 
a n i haunted by millions of gulis and 
other sea fowl. 


The four largest islands are used as 
winter pastures for shee]) or cattle, 
but all are uninhabited and without 
fresh water except Antelope, 
whose 
one house—an ancient adobe, 
built 
here by the Mormons fifty years ago 
—is occupied 
by the island herder 
and his family. 
There are hundreds 
of acres of good grazing oa the east- 
ern slope, and a few years ago, \Yhen 
the Government 
set apart the Salt 
Lake islands as a reservation for our 
nearly extinct 
buiLiIo, 
some fcixty 
American 
bison and forty elk 
were 
transported to Antelope. 
The owners 
of the island endeavored to breed the 
buffdlo in with Alderueys, but so far 
have notsucceedad, tho shaggy, fierce- 
eyed beasts rebelling at every 
ap- 
proach to domestication. 
The 
elk 
proved even more unsatisfactorj-, for 
after a few days of restless roamin:? 
tliey took it into their antlered heads 
to swim back to the mam shore iu a 
body, and landed on a point 
fifteen 
miles from Anteloj^e, where they were 
promptly 
shot 
down by the settlers 
thereabouts. 


Along the shores of tlie lake and in 
many 
of the island bays tho 
water 
presents a remarkable appearance, a 
kind of madder red spread out for 
acres. 
Upon investigation the cause 
of this sanguinary color is found to 
be a thick layer of floating larvas, tho 
chrysalides of 
worms tho size 
and 
shape of an oat kernel. 
Where these 
accumulations exist an off^nsivd smell 
is noticeable, and is tho one disagree- 
able feature of theso desolate shores. 
In early days the Utah Indians col- 
lected and driod the larvio and used 
the mixture us a mush. 


Jn the fall of the year the marshes 
at the monlh of tho rivers that empty 
into the Jake are coveriid by fl jcks of 
wild geese and ducks, with bometimes 
a stately blue heron or swans with 
beautiful white plumage. Their cheer- 
ful clatter and tJie fre.-ih green of the 
coarse grass and singing weeds con- 
trast delightfully with the dreary tints 
and solitariness of the iminecliate des- 
ert. 
There are also numbers of sea- 
gulls, which visit the marshes to fish, 
coming thirty miles from their rook- 
erics on Gunnison and its neighboring 
isles. 
The mam food ot the gulls is 
known to be the inlinitesimal 
live

Bathing in tho lake is ono of tho • 
most delightful experiences imagina- 
ble. 
It is next to impossible to sink i 
in Guch denso water, and ono floatfj j

exposed, and

moving so much as a finger. Tho bath- 
ers wabble this way and that like so 
many corks cast adrift. 
Swimming 
the old way is evidently hard work, 
but an habituó of theso Avatora will 
throw his body high out and go hand 
over hand with a speed not excelled iu 
fresh water. 
Salt Lake people will 
toll you what hard work tfie íamous 
Boyntou had iu 1S86 of his attempted 
swim to Antelope Island and tho ter- 
irble snfleringr^ ho endured M-hile buf- 
feted about in liis rubber suit.all ono 
night. 
A wind from tho northwest 
blew a stiff breeze, and 
the 
spray 
dashed in hiii face and hard'éJtiqd there 
into salt. In the morninir the-exhaust- 
cd man was thrown up like a rubber 
ball iu the marsh ea^t ot Black R.ick, 
on the main shore, and afterward de- 
clared :

Ono of the many mvsteries of .the 
Great Salt Lake is its irregular habit 
of shifting its bed. 
Three years ago 
saw tho coaipletion of a fashiouablo 
bathing resort on a point called Lake- 
side. 
Tho first summer j^eople came 
by the tiiousiinds, and wero enthusias- 
tic in their praises of the bathing; at 
**Lake Park." But alas for the owners 
of tho resort aud tho narrow-gaui^o 
railroad that male hourly trips back 
and fourth to tho city! 
Before tho 
next season opened the row of bath 
houses stooil up high and dry a quarter 
of a mile from tho salt zone that con- 
fined tho lake's liquid greeu; tho red- 
roofed pavilion was deserted and wind- 
swept, 
and 
emptv, 
sun-cracked 
benches were set forlornly about tho 
unused walks: the lake had turned 
its back upon the **Park," and would 
have none of it. 
Tho handsome now 
buildings, whose sole tenants are now 
the "birds of the air" and the horned 
toad, but add full desertness to tho 
wide, lonely waste of Lakeside. 
The 
long 
wharf, 
once 
tho mooring 
of 
pleasure craft, is left to the desultory 
use of stockmen, who anchor an oc- 
casional '*cattle boat'* alongside alter 
its bellowiuq cargo has been unloaded 
on the chute hard by. 


One of the first things thal> strikes a 
newcomer is the comparative absence 
of boat life on the Great Salt Lake. 
A sail in sight is tho exception, and 
has rather a startling effect on the 
otherwise 
empty 
water. 
There 
are 
several schooners owned by 
private 
parties, a kind of toy steamer 
called 
the Tuilla, that makes excursions out 
from 
Saltair, 
and 
tho gay 
little 
Cambria. 
There are also two or three 
schooner-rigged cattle boats, 
which 
are really the safest boats on the lake, 
and are used chiefly to transport stock 
from Antelope and Fremont.

Ohappcll, who doclaros ho artiou- 
latod skeletons for Holmes, those vats 
woro used as vossnls In whioh Che flonh 
waa eaton from tho bonet. A Philadel- 
phia dispatoh says that llolmes deolaros 
ho was in tho business of proourint? sltele* 
tons, and eeourod them in a legitimate 
manner. The palico have also socurod tho 
trunk which it is said Holmes used in 
sinking Anna Williams' body in tho lake. 


CHICAGO, July 81.—Throo warrants for 
jbho arrest of H. H. Holmoa and Patrick 
Quinlan are nom hanginff Are. Thoy aro 
taken out solely for tho reason that it is 
tho doslro of tho complainant to glvo tho 
police all of tho leeway possible boforo 
forcing thom to act as to Quinltiu. An im- 
portant witness against Holmes and 
Quinlan has been found in a mystorlous 
bricklayer who built a ilre box in tho 
castle, whleh, he thinks, niipcht havo boon 
usod as a resort for dead bodies, and who 
told his story. 


Lawyer •William Cappa, tho Fort Worth 
attorney, who is here at tho instance of 
the heirs of Minnie Williams, stated to- 
day that he is propai*od to prove the mur- 
der of Minnie and Annio Williams. Ho 
insists that it was done by Holmes, Quin- 
lan and another man, whoso identity ho 
refuses to rovoal. This man has boon lo- 
cated by a detootlvo, whom the heirs of 
tho Williams girls put upon tho case elffhl 
months ago. 
"Ho is ready to confess," 
said M*. Cappa, *'on condition that the 
police guarantee him immunity from pun- 
ishment. My detective says tho man knows 
tliat tho fflri» woro killed in tho Sixty- 
third street house, and that ho knows 
when thoy woro buried.'* 


A private account book kept by Holmos 
has been discovered in agratoatthoSiity- 
third street houso. The book was found 
with a bundle of letters addressed by va- 
rious women to Holmes, whioh had evi- 
dently been placed there for burning. Tho 
aeeounts, which date back to May 1, 18B5, 
fihow doallngs with various peoijle, and an 
entry regarding insurance shows tho ox- 
Istonce of Insuranee duals as early as IbSO. 
A mysterious "Dora'* is mentioned as tho 
recipient of numerous small sums, which 
aix) carefully recorded, and tho minutes of 
tho Englowood company are also i?iven, 
with the eloction of directors and tho 
transaction of other business.
